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THE CANADIAN NORTHERN. 

After twenty years of railway mono- 
poly »n the Nu-thwest the Canadian 
Northern offers the first prospect of 
effective competition. Just how 
soon the competition will be effective 
is a most interesting question to the 
people of the Northwest at large and 
of the Saskatchewan valiev in particu~ 
lar. It ts upon*the construct’on of this 
line that the Saskatchewan valley de- 


pends for development as well as com- 
petition. There is very iittle doubt 
that the fate of the Canadian North- 
ern as a thrqug: railway scheme hung 
in the balance until the deal  be- 
tween the company and the Manitoba 
government was ratified by parlia- 
mer*. The ratifieation of that deal 
assures the completion of a through 
line from Prince Albert on the Sas- 
katchewan to Port Arthur on Lake 
Superior at an early date, and once 
that sconpec‘iop. is made, there is.no 
doubt of she intention of the company 
to push westward as quickly as pos- 
sible. But of course railways cost 
money, and there are many long miles 
between Prince Albert and Edmonton. 
On the other hand there 1s no such 
unbroken stretch of fertile country 
awaiting development from railway 
construction in any other part of the 
world to-day. It shows how thorough- 
ly well the C. P. R. deal was planned 
for holding the Northwest under 

monopoly for all time, when it is con- 
sidercd that the construction of the 
Canadian Northern as a competitior 
of the C. P. R. will develop the largest 
body of land held by the latter coms 
pany. The bulk ofthe C. P. R. lands 
ure in Northern Alberta and Western 
Saskatchewan, and in Eastern Saskat- 
chewan the Regina, Qu-Appelle & Long 
lake railway, a feeder of the C. P. R. 
pre-empts the country. The Canadian 
Northern is t}:erefore at a considerable 
disadvantage jn, that in the most fay- 
orable part of its construction it will 
chiefly beucfit its great competitor.

the province, must get their connec- 
tion with Lake Superior established 
this fall in time to take out’ the Mani- 
toba crop, or they will lose the vast 
traffic from their own lines in that 
province. They are therefore “com- 
peliled to employ every resuurce  to- 
wards the completion of that section 
of their system. This involves a 
bridge across the Red River at Winni- 
peg, only just commenced, the comple- 
tion of a very large bridge across the 
Rainy River, the completion of about 
100 miles of line in the rocky region 
between the Rainy River and Lake Su- 
perior, and the erecticn of adequate 
elevator facilities af Port Arthur. 
There is very little doubt that all this 
will be accomplished, and in good time; 
but under the circumstances t e same 
rapid progress op the westerly exten- 
sion of the road cannot be expected 
this season as may be confidently 
looked for once through connection bas 
been established. It was expected at 
one time that the westerly extension 
would reach Prince Albert this year. 
It is now thoaght tbat only enough 
will be done to, bring i* into the east- | 
erly part of the farming district’ of 

which Prince Albert is the business 

centre, and where the people have been 

for many years worse off for railway 

communication than in any other part 

of ‘he Territories. To reach Prince 

Albert would involve bridging the 

South Brench of ‘he Saskatchewan, a 

very costly operation and one that will 

take con‘iderable time. 

There is no doubt about the inten- 
tion of the company to fulfil their 
agreement with the town of Edmonton 
by building across the river this year 
under the Edmonton, Yukon & Pacific 
charter. The company cannot afford 
to break their agreements, and be- 
sides as both their Canadian Northern 
and Edmonton, Yukon & Pacific char- 
ters bring them to Edmonton, it is 
policy for them to occupy the ground 
while it is still open to them. Their 


Dauphin would come to Winnipeg ov- 
ex the N. P. line as these matters 
were in the hands of the Canddian 
Nortbern Company. 

The rates on wheat going out of 
the province and on all merchandise 
coming in‘o the province remain up- 
changed. Merchants pay just the 
same for their freight from the east 
and farmers will pay just the same 
td ship their gtain to the east as 
heretofore. Local. rates, only, it is 
pointed out, are affected.

Wh-reas, several proposals have 
been made to the Municipal Council of 
the Town of Edmonton by different 
persons Lo erect and operate a Wooilen 

Mill within the liaits of the Munici- 

pality, in accordance with the terms 

of an agreement to be entered into 
between the Lawn and the person who 
shall erect and operate such Mill, and 
it is des able that the Municipal Coua- 
cil, oz behaif of the Town, should be 
placed in a position to offer ava term 
of such an agreement the granting

TERRIORIAL ASSEMBLY. 
Regine, May 29. 
Dr. Patrick gave notice at the open- 
ing of this afternoon's sitting of a bill 
which he will introduce on Friday to 
emend the mechanic's lien ordinance. 
Mr. Sifton’s biil respecting steam 


. boilers was read the third time. 


Mr. Conneli’s bill to amend the or- 
Ginance respecting threshers’ liens re- 
ccived second 1esding. He explained 
its objects to he to lengthen the per- 
iod of thirty days to sixty days with- 
in which the thresher is to be required 
to execu‘e secur?ty. This was referred 
to committee of the whole for Thurs- 
day. 

Mr. Crozs’ bill to authorize the city 
of Calgary to use the waters and falls 
of the Bow wver at or near Kanan- 
askis, or the walers and falls of the 
Klbow river for electric purposes, was 
read the second time and appointed 
for consideration in committee of the 
whole on Thursday. 

On motion of Mr. Hauitain a Dill 
to amend she urdinance respecting the 
administravon of civil justice was 
read the secon] time. The promoter 
stated that there were not very large 
changes, at  ?nany new princi- 
pies; bat the bill simplified 
certain procedure and made .pro- 
vision for certain things, for 
instance the bringing of action in the 
Territories against a non-resident who 
has it, if the: cause of action was one 
which did net arse in the Territories, 
the value of the property to be at least 
6206. Hither*o he was obliged to sue 
in England. A further provis‘on was 
for safe-gyards aifecting What were 
supposed to he marriages. Even a 
good marriage might be declared a 
nullity by the party not putting in’ in 
appearance or a defence. This made 
iti necessary to have the facts proved 
ite the satisfaction of a judge. 

D-. Patrick ohjected +o a provision 
requiring application to a judge of the 
court of K-ng’s berch who was often 
at a distance so that opportunity was 
given, to a debtor to escape. He sug- 
gested a provision for application to 
the clerk of *be court. 

Mr. McCauley wanted some means 
of lessening vhe cost. for example, of 
fep'evying a cow or a horee at a cost 
of four or five times as much as the 
animal is worth. 

Mr. Bennett replied that there is 
here no imprisonment for debt, and 
2, writ of capias cannot be issued as 
in New Brunswick. i 

The b''l vat ordered to Le taken up 


in committee of the whule on Thurs- 
day. 
In c mini‘ ie of the whole the house 


considered the bill to amend the law 
relating to the davolution of estates, 
and reported progress. 
Consideration in committee Of the 
whole of the bill respecting foreign 
companies was deferred until Monday 
at Mr. Haultain’s request, to give op- 


portunity for eastern companies in- 
terested to have representztives ap- 
pear 

The afternoon sitting was largely 


given to the consideration in tommit- 
ef the whole of a bill respect- 
villages. It 's provided that an 
area not greater than 1,780 acres, no 
part of which is within the! limits of 
a municipality, may be erected intd a 
village if it contains fifteen dwelling 
houses. A provision that notices of 
the proposal to-establish such a vil- 
lage are to te posted in three con- 
spic‘ous places, one of them to be the 
post of ve, for thirty days, was 
amended on motion of Mr. Rosenro'l 
by the addition of the words “insert 
a newspaper if there is one pub- 
lished in the village.” 

The provisions for electing an over- 
seer gave rise to considerable dis- 
cussion. Mr. Sifton said that the ob- 
ject of the arrangement was simplic- 
ity. The commissioner, though hav- 
ling power to do so was not to inter- 


tee 


ing 


fere with the government of a village 

so long as the people were satisfied. 
Dr. Patrick said the powers in this 

ordinance were bestowed: the house 


adopted, the principle that it avill not 


bestew on these small communities 
all the powers of a municipality. 

Mr. Rosenroll said there was a iime 
100 or 200 years ago, in the Terri- 
tories when no such organization was 


upon the people, but civiliza- 
tion was introduced, and sanitation, 
sidewalks and other conveniences 
were required. Where the people 
themselves did, not wish io organize 
on, account of the little burden it en- 
tailed, it was quite right that organi- 
zation should be thrust upon them. 

On motion of Mr. McDiarmid, 
words, “The commissioner may, if he 
ees fit, remove any overseer from his 
office and appoint an overseer ini his 
stead,” were amended by striking out 
the phrase “may, if he sees fit,” and 
substituting “on petition of a major- 
ity of the ratepayers.” 

Mr. Bennett severely criticised 
the clause providing that the commis- 
sioner may investigate and _ decide 
whenever the election of an overseer 
is disputed. “The commissioner,” he 
sald, “now becomes a jude of the su- 
preme court, and his decision of a 
cortroverted election is to be absol- 
utely final.” 

; Mr. Rosenroll regarded the provis- 
ion as a good one, because it) would be 
so inexpensive. 

Mr. Bennett had confidence in the 
courts as free from political influence. 

Mr. Connell had opposed compulsory 
organization of yillages when the or- 
dinance was introduced, being always 
against coercion, but he found that 
the ordinance had worked out tol the 
benefit of small villages. The people 
of the villages would not goi-hack to 
their previous position even if com- 
pulsory legislation weré wiped out. 

Mr. Cross said that in practica |it 
had proved unsatisfactory to refer to 
the courts. There were about 2,000 
cases of disputes pending before the 
courts and they were never decided. 
He did not think any commissioner 
woald Ware to decide against tha par- 
ties concerned. 

Some proposed amendments of Mr. 
Bennett’s were not adopted and ihe 
clause was carried.

The third reading of the bill to in- 
corporate the Chinook club of the 
town, of Lethbridge was deferred yn- 
iil Tuesday nexi, 

The bill to incorporate the town of 
Red Deer was read the third time on 
motion of Mr. Simpson. i 

A Will reSpecting companies was 
read the second time. Mr. Haultain 
outlined the purposes of the measure, 
which he said was a very long and 
important one. The intention was to 
assimilate our law with the law of 
England and of the colonies of Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, Newfoundland, 
Nova Scotia and British Columbia. 
The bill very much simplified andj ex- 
pedited the formation cf joint stock 
enterprises. Tbher> was a fuller ma- 


thrust

chinery and it more amply safeguarded 
the members cf companies in relation 
to the directors, and also the public. 
The bil extended great facilities for 
the carrying on and dissolution of 
joint stock companies. [It incorporat- 
ed provisions of the British Columbia 
act, giving extraordinary powers to 
mining companies. He would strike 
out of the printed bill a section from 
the mining company’s ordinance al- 
lowing stock to be issued at a dis- 
count. There is a provision by which 
stock can he issued, at a certain price 
with sufficient safeguard. Another ad- 
vantage was that the bill would ren- 
der unnecessary annual applications 
for private legislation. Hereafter, ex- 
cept where special franchises or 
rights affecting the public are asked, 
there will be no necessity to make 
special application to the legislature. 

Generally, the English and_ colonial 
law up to date is included ini this bill, 
also certain Suggestions in recent re- 
views and by other writers with re- 
gard to the present joint stock law of 
England. The object is to provide 
the best machinery; and in this) Mr. 
Haultain asked the whole house to 
help. The hill will be taken up ip 
committee of the whole to-morrow. 

A bill to incorporate the town of 
Cardston was read ‘the second time 
and appointed for consideration! jn 
committee of the whole to-morrow. 

Mr. Hauitain gave notice that he 
would bring in on Monday bills to\fur- 
ther amend the municipal ordinance 
and the public auditors and public 
surveys ordinance. 

The house then resumed, in commit- 
tee of the whole consideration of the 
bill respecting villages. 

In connection with sanitation clauses 
a provision forbade privy pits within a 
certain distance of wells. A. member 
suggested that this read “wells used 
for household purposes.” Dr. Elliott 
replied that stuck should have as. pure 
water as possible. He condemned 
these pits under all circumstances, 
and held that even at farm house, 
they should not exist. In reference to 
a Clause dea'ing with slaughter houses, 
Dr. Patrick suggested that no slaugh- 
tering of animals within a village be 
allowed, whether there is a slaughter 
house or not. 

Mr. Rosenroll moved thet the limit 
of three barrels of kerosene allowed 
to be kept on the premises by/a dealer 
be increased to five in view of the im- 
proved method of sioring in fire-proof 
tanks in cellars. Mr. Greeley moved 
that the limit of 25 pounds of gun- 
powder, which may be kept, be in- 
creased to 50; this was lost. These 
clauses were laid over, and, the com- 
mittee rose and reported progress; it 
will sft again to-morrow. 

The bill to confirm the purchase of 
the Calgary waterworks system and 
provide for the issue of debentures for 
local ‘mprovements in Calgary for the 
year 1900 was passed by committee of 
Fhe whole and ordered to be read the 
third time on Tuesday next. 

‘he bi'l respecting local improve- 
ment a’stricts was taken up by the 
house *2 commi‘tee. The question of 
boundary roads was discussed. It wag 
pointed out that where’ a boundary 
road t needed by two municipalities, 
hoth wiil do their share; but where 


|! one only is interested, if provision is 


made for them to attend to it’ they 
will do so. 
Mr. Brown waid ihat if a road is 


left to a certain township to look after 
it might not he 'to their interest to do 
so, while if is the interest of the ad- 
joining township. As the present ar- 
rangement has been working satis- 
factorily, he suggested that there be 
no change. 

Dr. Patrick could not agree that the 
commissioner should be asked) to set- 
t'e: it would be better settled by legis- 
lation. Any township interested has 
power to deal with it. In many’ dis- 
tricts the fact of both having ¢ontrol 
left: the road neglected. 

The section, was agreed to. 

Mr. McCauiey moved that the annual 
meeting may by resolution of « major- 
ity of two-thirds decide to increase the 
amount of assessment. He saw no 
reason why a local improvement dis- 
trict which desired to pay $5 a quarter 
section should not be allowed to dofSo. 
Mr. McKay, of Prince Albert, sup- 
ported the proposition. 

Mr. S*f-on Oftéred po objection, and 
the section was allowed to stand, 

The position of -the Doukhobors 
relative to payment for road im- 
provements was considered, Dr. Pat- 
rick mentioning a letter, by a Presby> 
terian m'ssiapavty stating that they 
were not likely to, take up their lands 
this year, He held that they should 
be; put under the necessity of paying 
for roads. On his motion the clause 
was allowed to stand. 

It. was provided that a man) laboring 
on local improvements at a distance 
should be aliowed fifteen minutes for 
every mile beyond the first three 
miles in gcipg to and from bis work. 

Fifty ceuts was agreed upon as the 
minimum sum for which an assess- 
ment, can ke made fer road, improve- 
menis. 

he committee reported progress on 
the) hill and will take, it up again on 
Monday.
